At ths University of Nebraska colisemn Tuesday morning, 


Dorothy Canfield Fisher, eminent novelist, addressed a crowd 
of about 2,500 on the occasion of the -university's 69th birth- 
day, using the subject, "Pioneering in Education." 


Mrs. Fisher's speech was at once 
an accusation and a challenge. 
She called on her audience t^o bear 
in mind the tremendous changes 
that have occurred,in society and 
particularly In the philosophy of 
education, since the early days of 
the university when her father, 
James H. Canfield, was chancellor. 
The speaker pointed out the vast 
complexity of modern civilization 
and dwelt especially on the factor 
of increased leisure time. Lest we 
perish 
'Intellectually, 
she 
inti- 
mated, we must develop apprecia- 
tions and skills with which we can 
profitably fill this leisure time. 
The novelist was introduced by 
Chancellor'Burnett, who presented 
a brief sketch of the early days 
of the university and told of Chan- 
cellor Canfield's influence upon it. 
He declared, 
"The same spirit 
which Impelled her father to vit- 
alize the potential life forces of 
youth until they have dominated 
our objectives wells up In his 
illustrious ttaughter as she seeks 
to interpret life thru, literature." 
He described something of her 
career and works. Following Ml-s. 
Fisher's address, the chancellor 
conferred upon her an honorary 


* degree of doctor of letters, saying:

ice floe off the coast of Greenland. 
The Russian icebreaker Murman 
reported the campers, led by Ivan 
Papanin, had radioed they could 
see the ship "quite distinctly." The 
Murman, 12 miles off across Jag- 
ged pack ice, was closest of four 
rescue ships attempting to take 
the explorers off their ice cake 
refuge. 
Sight of the Murman was the 
first time campers had had of 
man or ship since the Russian air- 
planes left them at the north pole 
eight months ago to drift thru 
the arctic night at the whim of 
wind and tide.

Expressing opposition "to any 
form of censorship, either direct 
or indirect," Craven suggested that 
the broadcasters "consider most 
carefully existing public reactions, 
particularly with reference to ad- 
vertising continuity." 
Broadcasters have a "great re- 
sponsibility of keeping open their 
medium of communication to re- 
sponsible groups," he said, coun- 
selling at the same time -against 
"demagogic utterances of irrespon- 
sible quacks who seek to arouse 
public passion and prejudice." 
Craven declared the federal gov- 
ernment has no desire to take ra-

FARM BILL PASSES. 


It may be presumed with a well 
efined feeling that the presump- 
on is not far wrong, that even the 
ponsors of the farm bill which 
as been passed, by both houses of 
ongress and sent to the president, 
ave serious doubts 
about 
the 


leasure. It is - a complicated and 
nti-icate affair. It combines many 
f the elements of earlier experi- 
lents along the line of farm legis- 
ation with some new ideas in crop 
ontrol. 


The new bill provides -for the 
aymg of benefits to farmers who 
lant no more than a specified 
creage. In addition, in years of 
umper crops, the secretary of ag- 
.culture is empowered to fix mar- 
eting quotas, limiting the quanti- 
ies that can be aoldUThe purpose, 
f course, is to protect the price. 
uch quotas are dependent on a 
wo-thirds vote of farmers taking 
art in a special referendum. 
The devices employed meet with 
bjectlon in many quarters. One 
roup objects to one device anc 


another to another provision of the 
ill. The senate was vigorous in its 
ondemnation. Yet the conference 
neasure passed with a 56 -to 31 
rote after a comparatively shorl 
iebate in which the bill was 
.bused in a general way with no 
pectfic changes offered that were 
worthy of special attention. 


The farm relief 
problem has 


Decome so complicated that it is 
LOW regarded more or less as the 
ubject for expert 
consideration 


and the lay member of congress 


as a feeling that he had best re- 
rain from any detailed discussion 


Farmers will feel no such com- 


punction, however, for they are 
directly affected by the bill. It is 
o their interest to study this law 
o know what it provides. In order 
o facilitate that study the bill is 
being published in The Journal

LEADERS. 


For a good many years this 


country enjoyed a security that 
ppears to have been false and 
Lisleadlng. It was based on the 


belief that a great man is devel- 
ped in these United States for 
very great emergency. This coun- 
ry had its Washington and its 
Lincoln as examples of what we 


light expect In the future. 
Students of history may not have 
een as critical then as now, else 
ley would have seen that where 
iany leaders were needed at the 
e ginning of the Civil war we had 
ut one, and that he was well- 
Igh helpless for many months be- 
au&e of a proper support. The 
:ory of Lincoln's experiences in 
he early part of the Civil war Is 
ne of isolation and lack of pos- 
ible effective progress. The north 
ad the men, the wealth, to pros- 
cute the war but it did not have 
eaders. A Pershing in the place of 
McClellan would have changed the 
.Istory of the war and would have 
Teatly shortened it. A Grant in 
the place of Halleck and a general 
f like character in the place of 
Rosencrans would have 
saved 


many human lives by shortening 


tie struggle many months. Strate- 
gists agree on that now. The fact 


that Lincoln had a cabinet that 


was not in harmony with the pres- 
dent nor with themselves. He en- 
ered the war with an army chief 
incapacitated by age and physical 
Uness, and there was no one to 
ake that place capable of carry- 
ng on aggressive warfare. 


Since the Civil war we have had 


a number of crises, and barring 
the story of the World war, which 
s recent, no truly great man arose 
o lead the nation thru its trouble. 


This country today is suffering 


rom a lack of leadership, sincerity 
>f purpose and ability to maintain 
a policy that the country gen- 
irally can approve. Lincoln faced 


L like situation, but his singleness 
>f purpose and dogged perserver- 
ance eventually won for him and 
the country, even tho valuable and 
costly time was lost. 


JUST LOOKING AROUND. 
The British are dedicating a new 


naval base at Singapore, one o 
;helr far eastern estates. Thre 
American cruisers on a ieisurel; 
trip across that part of the worl 
drop in to visit their old neighbor 
and Incidentally to learn what the 
may about anything new in nava 
base construction. The visit Is a 
an opportune and favorable time 
The fact has not been overlooke 
that at any time something migh 
happen in the far east and tha 
if it does It would be worth thi 
country's while if these cruiser 
are near at hand. 


Of course three cruisers woul 


be no match for the entire navj 
of a foreign foe and no one woul 
expect them to win a war alone 
but they might be of incalculabl 
value if they are nearby wher 
they could act quickly. 


This country has no war ir 


sight, regardless of rumors an 
reports to the contrary. 
It isn 


looking for war and it probabl 
will not pick on anyone just t 
cause trouble. 
Nevertheless w 


have certain obligations and care 
In the Philippine region and w 
have property interests and ci 
izens m other parts of the worl 
where trouble Is brewing. There 
fore it Is convenient to have ou 
forces in strategic locations. Th 
British 
were 
not 
looking 
fo 


trouble or planning to start troubl 
when they built the new navi 
base at Singapore. However, the 
had n good location and it wa 
figured that it would be wort 
while to have proper facilities a 
that place in view of the wars tha 
appear to be starting in place 
where there should be no war 
The British, too, were far light* 
when they built the new nava 
base.

all there is to know about ne 
naval bases and construction plan 
for the care of great flghtln 
ships, but it is juat aa well to loo 
over what others have done an 
possibly now and then pick up 
new Idea.

Senator Hiram Johnson 
has 
oined the attack against what is 
alleged to be a partial, secret naval 
understanding with Great Britain 
ays the DCS Molnes Register. But 
ic made very plain that he is in 
avor of the president's plan to 
build a much huger navy. He 
wants the navy, tie says, and pre- 
sumably the bigger the better; bul 
he doesn't want it used in concert 
with "any nation on earth." Now 
t is important to get the distinc- 
ion, in all this hullabaloo, between 
.hose who really oppose a super 
navy in present circumstances 
however diverse their seasons may 
be, and those who are just against 
any kind of working- together with 
~ntain. 


It is also important to get the 
distinction between those who are 
uneasy about a "gentleman'b un 
derstanding" with Britain 
be 
cause they fear it may drift tab 
an old fashioned "power alliance* 
—two nations against all comer; 
and those who fear it might leac 
to American membership in the 
world court and eventually Ameri 
can participation in some sort of a 
wider world concert, on the prin 
:iple of the league. 


Let there be-no misunderstand 
ing about this: The Hiram Johnson 
species of isolation means a got-it 
alone policy so far 
as 
buildinj 
armaments is concerned and so fa 
as any possible participation with 
other nations to keep the peace i 
concerned; but it also means ab 
solutely insisting 
upon 
main 
tenance of what we have alway 
called our "neutral 'rights" in cas 
other powers go to war. 


It does not mean really retirin, 
into a hermit role in the worlc 
It does not mean so defining ou 
concept of "defense" as to limit i 
to defending our shores. It mean 
precisely the thing that 
ha 
dragged us into each general wa 
that hns broken out dunng ou 
national history. 


It means, blind 
and stupid a 
the Hiram Johnsons are about i 
precisely the sort of edging int 
first 
"gentlemen's agreements, 
then loose and half hidden bu 
nevertheless 
effective 
alliances 


and finally into alliances quit 
open and avowed. 


The real question is whether w 
shall adopt such policies as wl 
make 
possible Aperi can-Brit fa 
co-operation within a framewor 
of world order, rallying all th 
smaller nations to it, and makin 
for a collective peace, or whethe 
we shall drift into a very differen 
kind of American-British under 
standing, aiming at virtual bossin 
of the world and at preservin 
•existing empires. By bitterly o; 
posing the 
former, the Hiram 
Johnsons, much as they protes 
are the very ones who make th 
latter inevitable.

The protein (nitrogenous, curd, 
cheese) part of milk is of the high- 
st biological quality, having the 
assortment of amlno*acids whose 
fficiency in promoting growth U 
unexcelled, and being 
the roost 
ompletely digested and absorbed 
f all .food proteins. 
Ten years ago the department of 
lealth for Scotland studied 12,000 
school children who received milk 
ally at school to supplentent their 
rdinary diet, and 
12.0XX) school 
hildren who did not receive the 
xtra milk at school. 
The .final 
oncluslon drawn fro mthis exten- 
ive test was that the 
... .results, demonstrate that 
the addition, of milk to the diet 


f children has a striking effect 
n improving physique and general 
iealth and increasing 
alertness. 
shey suggest also that, apart from 
:s own food value, milk enables 
lie other constituents of the or- 
inary diet to be fully utilized as 
[rowth factors." 
In the final weeks of the test 
head "teachers 
of the 
various 
schools were asked to submit their 
mpressions of the effects of the 
xtra ration 
(about 
%ths of a 


>int) of milk daily at school. They 
nentioned among other things "an 
ncrease in the bloom of theic 
heeks and the sleekness of their 
kins" and even "in the 
play- 
ground buoyancy and pugnacity 
are developing to an alarming ex- 
ent." The physician who observed 
he test concluded: 
"... startling to learn, as we do 
now, for instance, that the addi- 
tion of one pint of milk a day to 
a diet which by itself satisfied the 
appetite of growing boys, could 
convert an average annual gain of 
weight of 3.85 pounds per boy into 
one of 6.98 pounds, and an aver- 
age annual increase of height from 
..84 inches to 2.63 inches." 
At the same time they point out 
hat this unmistakable betterment 
n nutrition was proved by the ac- 
~.ual test to be due not to the rela- 
ively small increase in the fuel 
ralue of the diet, nor the extra 
proten supplied by the milk, but 
'ather to "more specific qualities 
of milk as a food." 
I, Ol' Doc Brady, believe these 
'more specific qualities" are noth- 
ing ^ else than our old friends the 
vitamins in ipilk.

It costs to operate them. 
There 
is a question of how many ships 
we should have, of how luxurious 
we should 
make them; 
and 
whether we should build any war- 
ships at all. Other questions in- 
volve the number of airplanes, air- 
plane carriers and submarines we 
should have. Airplanes seem'the 
most formidable of these *Ultho a 
certain 
amount 
of 
antiaircraft 
equipment and a tew airplane car- 
riers no doubt are desirable. 
The matter of 'fortifying 
the 
Philippines, and 
there is some 
question of its wisdom since we 
are going- to give them their inde- 
pendence in ten years. We should 
feel very 
uncomfortable 
with 
Japan occupying the Philippines 
altho one would think she would 
be equally dangerous in 
South 
America where we have no au- 
thority to keep her out. 
Recognizing the terrific eco- 
nomic pressure in Japan, we are

Farm 
Control, 
if 
Given 


Enough Hope, May Kill 


Itself in Dae Time.

WASHINGTON. (Copyright). 


Agricultural nationalism—an end 
of the idea of depending on world 
markets or Increased production 
at lower .prices and a turn to the 
mechanism of price control and 
regulated scarcity—is the basic 
principle of the new farm legisla- 
tion just passed by congress. 
It is the most important piece 


of farm law passed in many dec- 
ades and is an even more tightly 
regulated scheme of farm control 
than was contained in the famous 
AAA law invalidated by the su- 
preme court. The new legislation. 
Judged by old constitutional prece- 
dents, would be equally invalid, 
but the trend now is to accept 
Justice Stone's historic remark in 
his dissenting opinion on the AAA 
case: "Tne remedy for unwise 
laws la not in the courts but at 
the ballot box." 
Certainly, the new law will ulti 


mately be appraised in some na- 
tional election by the voters, and 
there are "even among administra- 
tion friends some predictions that 
many parts of the law will break 
down thru their own weight of 
unworkability. 
The administration didn't ex- 
actly sponsor the new farm con- 
trol law, but the measure has in 
it just enough flexibility and dis- 
cretionary power to make Secy 
Wallace feel that it is better than 
no farm bill at all. Likewise It 
was recognized that a desirable 
compromise could not be worked 
out in a few weeks and that it 
would be better to feel the way 
by experience, leaving inoperative 
those clauses of the law which, 
upon»practical test, seem in the 
future to be unwise and pushing 
ahead on those clauses which of- 
fer the best means of production 
control. 
What America is doing in the 
new law is not novel. Other coun- 
tries with B nationalistic point ot 
view—arid most of< them have it 
nowadays—find it necessary to 
use subsidies and also to apply a 
certain amount of regulation to 
keep production from defeating 
the 
subsidy 
which 
is usually 
granted to hold the price 'up 
Clearly, if there is to be price con- 
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trol, there must be production con- 
trol. 


In all the discussion ot what is 
to be done for the farmer, the op- 
ponents of all subsidies and regi- 
mentation have been on the de- 
fensive. They never have sug- 
gested a plan which would do for 
the farmer what the new control 
bills aim to do—namely, to keep 
prices up and hence to assure a 
stable income to the farmer. 
Politically, the 
measure Just 
passed is ot transcendent impor- 
tance because it tells the republi- 
cans that, if they insist on high 
tariffs and subsidies as a public 
policy, the farmers also will con- 
tinue to insist upon them. The re- 
publicans have been loath to sug- 
gest schemes of regimentation and 
regulation and have argued for 
natural laws and a removal of re- 
strictions on farm production, but 
they have never come across with 
a direct bounty to farmers in the 
form of price regulation or sub- 
sidy. 


Farmer Hat Less to Say. 


It Is true the new law gives the 
farmer less of a say about it than 
before, when it cornea to regula- 
tion, and that regimentation is far 
more comprehensive this time than 
even under AAA. But, as between 
a lower farm Income with no regi- 
mentation and a higher farm in- 
come plus regimentation, the farm 
organizations which backed the 
new law chose the latter course. 
The new legislation has in1 It a 
thousand and one powers and 
ideas. Thus, crop insurance for 
wheat, with premiums paid for in 
the commodity itself, is provided 
for, this being really the first em- 
barkation on the» crop insurance 
plan. Maybe it will some day be 
extended to other crops. Likewise, 
some parts of the law will be 


found reminiscent of the old farm 
boa rd of Hoover days, with its 
maiket stabilisation schemes. Then 
there's a provision which compels 
the government to hold off the 
market about seven million pales 
of cotton, twice as much as tne 
subsidized surplus of Hoover days,- 
bitterly criticized by the demo- 
crats in 1932. 
Agriculture becomes more than 


ever before a federal function and 
a small group of men in the na- 
tiona^ government now are to op- 
erate a managed economy so far 
as the entire agricultural situation 
is concerned.-- Is it a question of 
time before a regulated industrial 
situation will be forced as a nat- 
ural sequel to a regulated agricul- 
ture? 
The answers will be found only 


in the evolution of the next two 
or three years. The experiment 
in a nationally managed agricul- 
ture has begun, and its basic prin- 
ciples are nationalistic and isola- 
tionist, out of tune, of course, with 
the co-operationist and Interna- 
tional doctrines, of Secy. Hull. But 
doubtless he condones the practice 
on two grounds: First, that it 
takes care of an emergency till 
the world and our own ultra con- 
servatives begin to see the need 
for breaking down tariff and trade 
restrictions, and, second, if you 
give farm control rope enough, It 
may kill itself In due time when 
the clamor for Increased produc- 
tion and recapture of foreign mar- 
kets becomes again the demand of 
the farmers themselves.

trol of eight men returned, and 
vainly sought $o enter. Marine 
headquarters announced that they 
were continuing negotiations with 
the Japanese regarding their ef- 
forts to send troops into the Amer- 
ican sector. 


STRIKE INJWIN 
CITIES 


No Street Car Service; Some 


Taxis Tied Up. 


MINNEAPOLIS. (*). The twin 


cities of Minneapolis and St. Paul, 
the two largest cities in Minnesota, 
were without street car service as 
the result of a walkout of opera- 
tors of the trams. The cessation 
of work by the carmen followed 
the posting of an order by the 
Minneapolis Street Railway com- 
pany at its Lake street barns here 
placing the Minnehaba-Fort Snell- 
ing line on a one-man basis, affect- 
ing 12 employes. 
The 258 operators at the Lake 
street station refused to take out 
their cars in the morning and dur- 
ing the day workers at other barns 


followed suit. By 6 p. m., there 
were no street cars operating in 
Minneapolis, while in St. Paul ser- 
vice continued until several hours 
later. Street car company buses 
in both cities also ceased to run. 
About 1,300 employes were idle. 
In Minneapolis, the situation was 
complicated by a strike of taxjcab 
drivers, which began last Friday, 
while in St. Paul cab, drivers voted 
to remain at work. 
BLACK FOR TRIAL BY JURY 
Justice Concurs, Dissents; 


Hits "Trial by Judge." 


WASHINGTON. 
(JP>. Associate 
Justice Black placed himself on 
record Monday as being strongly 
in favor of, "trial byv jury" but 
against "trial 
by judge." Black 
concurred in a six to one decision 
sustaining a reduction in gas rates 
for Laredo, Tex., but disagreed 
with some of the reasoning of the 
majority opinion. 
"There is nothing in the letter 


or spirit of our constitution or any 
constitutional 
amendment which 


deprives a state of the right to 
submit issues of fact to a. trial by 
jury," he asserted. 
In a dissenting opinion Monday, 
Black disagreed with a 6 to 1 deci- 
sion ordering a new trial to de- 
termine whether the New 
Ifork 
Life Insurance 
company should 
pay J50.000 instead of $10,000" for 
the death of Edward W. Gamer at 
Butte, NMont, on April 10, 19SS. 
After discussing instructions given 
the jury by the federal district 
court in Montana, Black contended 
that "the jury—not the judge— 
should decide" whether the pre- 
ponderance of evidence established 
that Gamer died accidentally or 
took his own life.

Attorneys for the estate of Al- 


fred Rasmtissen filed a brief with 
the supreme court Tuesday sug- 
gesting that it should refuse a re- 
hearing to John Benaon, who ob- 
jected to a $3,500 Judgment being 
affirmed and had asked for a re- 
hearing. 
The case is one where 


Rasmussen had bought an un- 
tagged bag of poison bran at a 
public sale of Benson s farm ef- 
fects, 
and 
his 
widow 
claimed 


damages because he fretted him- 
self to death because feeding the 
bran to his dairy herd caused the 
death of several head and de 
stroyed his dairy business. Benson 
contends, in his motion for rehear- 
ing, that the law does not permit 
recovery for physical sickness and 
death resulting from 
emotional 


distress because the wrong 
com- 


mitted was against his property 
rather than against his person. 
The Rasmussen attorneys say they 
have examined all the authorities, 
and that these hold that if injury 
results from a wrong it does not 
matter whether it is against the 
person or property. 


The Rasmussen attorneys say 


that this is not a case where dam- 
ages are sought merely for worry 
and brooding over lost property, 
but because of the 
fright 
that 


seized him when he realized that 
half the people of Minden, whom 
he served with milk from his dairy, 
might have been wiped out., They 
ask the court to visualize the 
shock and fear that must have 
gripped him when he thought that 
he might be held accountable for 
the lives of scores of innocent 
people on his milk route, by reason 
of the arsenic in the bran.

PATROLMEN AIDING 


TRUCK ENFORCEMENT 


Commission to Rely on Them 


for Most Road Inspec- 


tion Work. 


Chairman Bollen of the raiway 
commission said Tuesday that it 
was not planned to use its in- 
spectors as regular road men to 
check up violations of law on the 
part of truckers, but ,that chief re- 
lance would be placed on the high- 
way patrol, which had already 
done excellent service. There are 
four authorized types of plates 
carried by truckers, and this fact 
makes easier the work of check- 
njf up. Trucks owned by farmers 
are marked with "F," and patrol- 
men have been halting operators 
o find out if the trucks were be- 
ng1 used in their own hauling or 
whether they had hired out to do 
muling for 
their 
neighbors, in 
which case, they become common 
carriers. If the operator saya he is 
exchanging work with a neighbor, 
lie neighbor is called on to see If 
had a truck. 
So far some 5,000 applications 
'or common carrier ^certificates 
have been filed, and 3,500 are now 
carried by operators. Fifteen hun- 
dred failed to complete their appli- 
cations by supplying insurance and 
are out of the business so fa'r as 
the commission knows. Only about 
40 or 50 contract carriers are em- 
iloyed in trucking, mostly In the 
;wo larger cities, and the,y must 
submit their contracts for study 
)y the commission. Several truck-* 
ers who haul only sand and gravel 
have complained about being re- 
quired to take out insurance cov- 
ering damage to their cargoes, but 
n each case it turned out that they 
lad asked for everything on the 
theory they might want to haul 
anything offered. 


Legality of the- commission's or- 
der fixing minimum truck rates 
for transportation of farm com- 
modities may be determined in an 
appeal now pending before the su- 
preme court, Bollen said. 
Ralph C. Rodgers, milk hauler 


of MiUTord, has asked the tribunal 
to reverse the commission's de- 
cision compelling him to obtain a 
jermlt as a contract carrier. 
In Rodgers' case, the commis- 
sion claims full jurisdiction on the 
ground that milk is not an "agri- 
cultural commodity" within the 
meaning of the law. If the com- 
mission's ruling is upheld, Rodgers 
and all other milk haulers, must 
obtain a license. They must charge 
rates fixed by the commission, 
must adhere to safety regulations 
and 
must 
carry 
the required 
amount of liability and load in- 
surance. 
In the case of a farmer who 
occasionally trucks livestock to 
:he Omaha market, for instance, 
the 
commission thus 
far 
has 


claimed jurisdiction only as to 
rates. The farmer must charge the 
rates prescribed by the commis- 
sion. He does not have to obtain a 
license, however. * 
Bollen said the commission prob- 
ably would require all such car- 
riers for hire to meet the insurance 
requirements of licensed truckers.

f For use in foreign relationships, 
a generous dose of humility and 
much less hypocrisy were recom- 
mended

Americana Monday 
night by Herbert Agar, associate 
editor of the Louisville, Ky., Cour- 
rier-Journal and former European 
correspondeent,

Town Tiall lecturer at the Corn- 
huskeer hotel. 


Yet Mr. Agar began his talk 


with an open avowal that he has 
no remedy for the world's prob- 
lems, nor does he believe any. per- 
son or nation possesses such a 
remedy. He pleaded for America to 
attempt to solve her own prob- 
lems and recognize the right of 
the rest of the world to try to 
solve theirs. 


From the time of the'Spanish- 


American war until the depression, 
Mr. Agar declared, 
Americans 


were the moat self satisfied peo- 


le in the world. Only in the last 
ew years have we begun to realize 
that we no longer know all the 
answers, he said, explaining that 
our "busybody", way of telling the 
"ignorant" foreigners how to run 
their countries has caused^ wide- 
spread resentment. 


At present, he said, everyone is

tial credit expansion to ailing busi- 
ness Monday night. Secretary Mor- 
genthau announced a plan for put- 
ting newly acquired gold to work 
in such a way as to increase the 
nation's credit base to a limited 
extent, and to reduce the treas- 
ury's borrowing. 


With the approval of the federal 


reserve board, he decreed a year 
old gold "sterilization'- -program, 
under 'which gold has been pre- 
vented from enlarging the poten- 
tial credit resources of the coun- 
try, would be partially abandoned. 
Each quarter year, the first $100,- 
000,000 of gold the treasury ac- 
quires will not be sterilized. 


Instead, the tresury will jypend 


the gold, and .permit the yellow 
metal to expand the credit base.

Other features of the 
bill will be published day by day 
until the entire bill has been given 
to readers. The bill contains more 
than 25.00O words.

Declaration of Policy.

FREQUENTLY WE receive let- 


1 ters 'from both mistress and maid, 
'letters filled with complaints. And 
invariably we find that the com- 
plaints of the maid are more justi- 
fied than those of the mistress. 


After all, if a girl does decide tc 


be a domestic worker, she doei 
want to make a go of it. Of course, 
If It is just a "stop-gap", then sh« 
will flit from place to place, look- 
ing for perfection while she waits 
for a "break" in some other line 
of endeavor. But as we have just 
remarked, the domestic worker 
only moves from place to place un- 
til she finds decent cunditions. 


Rooms Unpleasant 


We have been amazed on seeing 


the maid's room in more than one 
household. A small room furnished 
with bits and pieces, many of them 
broken and collected from various 
rooms in the house, has been con- 
sidered the right environment for 
many a maid. And sometimes, even 
where there is sufficient room, two 
maids are forced to share a room 
The smallest of rooms alone is bet- 
ter than theft biggest of rooms 
shared. 
When a maid is first hired, she 


should be acquainted with all her 
duties, and there sh_ould be a prop- 
er schedule of tasks and the days 
and hours allotted to them. If 
there are dinner or luncheon par- 
ties, they shoufd never be on the 
days apppinted for heavy work, not 
unless extra help is called in. 


Help your maids to be neat and 


nice by providing them with proper 
uniforms. Three morning uniforms 
of cotton in colors, with white col- 
lar and cuffs on the short sleeve?, 
should suffice.

be part of the morning uniform. 
Two afternon uniforms should be 
enough.

Many women choose a shade that 
matches or goes beautifully with 
the dining room, especially if there 
is much entertaining, ' 


Make Her fco-Worker 


Show your maid that you con- 


sider her a co-worker, and the 
chances are that she will take pride 
in doing her work. By this we do 
• not mean that there is any need to 
become too chummy. If a line of 
demarcation is kept, the domestic 
worker invariably has more respect 
. for her mistress. There is no need 
to, make her the recipient of con- 
fidences. The chances are she does 
not care about them because if there 
is a leakage of secrets she knows 
that she is likely to be blamed. 


Children take their cue from 


their elders, and if the help are 
treated decently and politeness and 
courtesy . reign at all times, the 
youngsters will reflect this attitude 
in their behavior. More than one 
girl has been driven from an other- 
wise pleasant place by the behavior 
toward her of the younger mem- 
bers of the family. And, at the same 
time, many a girl lias put up with 
working conditions that weren't so 
pleasant because she lived in a 
household where she was accorded 
respect and courtesy.

just as happy and comfortable as 
possible. Chiefly, we should realize 
they must be guarded against the 
many pitfalls of old age. It is very 
important that they be spared un- 
necessary vtasks and burdens, those 
which are too heavy for their frail 
bodies. 
Old age is not a disease, of 


course, and the elderly person 
should not be regarded or treated 
as an invalid. We must not bore 
them with too much attention. 
It 


Is necessary to guard against the 
hazards of 'heart disease, chronic 
bronchitis, high Wood pressure, 
asthma and rheumatism, as well as 
bladder and kidney disturbances 
so frequently met In elderly people. 


They should be tactfully advised 


that their activities must be con- 
siderably 
curtailed. 
Excessive 
strain of any sort is dangerous. 
Everything they do should be con- 
sistent with their powers of endur- 
ance and physical ability. 


Should Be Examined 


Like the youngster who is grow- 


ing and developing, the elderly per- 
son requires periodic examinations 
by the doctor. As a result of these 
examinations certain defects can be 
detected and Immediate steps taken 
to protect against them. Preven- 
tive procedures will ward off many 
undesirable conditions. 
Too many elderly persona avoid 


the doctor. They claim they are 
In good health and have no com- 
plaints. They are apt to minimize 
their disorders. Naturally, no one 
of them wishes to be a burden or 
a nuisance. This may be the rea- 
son they deprive themselves of 
needed medical attention. This is 
unwise and may be dangerous. 


A common mistake made by eld- 


erly persons is their utter disre- 
gard of the diet. As we grow older 
and our activities are diminished, 
our need for food is lessened. The 
food should be simple and nutri- 
tious. 
All fried and greasy dishes, as 


well as foods that are known to be 
difficult to digest, should be omitted 
from the daily diet. Sometimes a 
special diet should be prescribed. 
•Hits should only be given under the 
advice of the physician.

i The art of pictorial Journalism. 
Stanley continued, "Is barely under 
' way, with its dynamics almost en- 
tirely unexplored. We still have to 
search out the techniques, but we 
have made a lot of headway." 
"It seems to me," he said, "that 
we have a pretty firm foundation 
for news pictures. Beyond that, it 
seems to roe important to remem- 
ber that words and pictures both 
are artificial means\of expression 
and that the historical evidence in- 
dicates that pictures came first. 
"I wouldn't suggest that seeing 


is always believing, but it cornea 
pretty close to that. I could not 
suggest a better way to build 
reader confidence. 
"I would not argue that every 


news story can b« told best in 
pictures, and I would not regard 
as temperate the editor who did. 
But it seems to me that these 
many months of operation have 
demonstrated powerfully that pic- 
tures assist the clarity of any 
story, and that they inform the 
reader more succinctly and vividly 
and more completely than words 
in far more instances than gener- 
ally believed." 
As outstanding examples of pic- 
torial coverage of major news 
events by the Associated Press, 
Stanley cited the work of camera- 
men and pnoto editors on the Ohio 
valley flood early last year, the 
Texas schoolhouse explosion, the 
Hindenburg disaster, labor "strike 
and the battle of Shanghai.
